The co-operative poultry market- 
ing service of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is recording in- 
creased business. The service has 
now arranged for the shipment of 
20 carloads of live poultry from 20 
different points in the province, this 
branch of the service is proving a 
very popular one. 

The community turkey killing 
which is conducted every season 
just before Christmas by the mar- 
keting service will start shortly. Com- 
munity kills have been arranged this 
season at 18 different points. 


Natural Gas at Edmonton

opening of the Edmonton gas system 
when Mayor Duggan lighted the 
flame on the high pressure line 
crossing Fifth Street bridge. North- 
western Utilities Limited, the gas 
company, is starting out with 3,000 
customers, In the installation of their 
system this company made on Alber- 
ta record for rapid work.

Number of Alberta Farms 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
recently gave out figures compiled 
from census data showing the number 
of occupied farms in Alberta of over 
One acre as 82,964; total farm acre- 
age 29,293,053; average number’ of 
acres to each farm 352; value of farm 
property $968,437,248. Comparing 
1921 with 1911, land increased in 
value 77.1 per cent farm buildings 
199.6 per cent, implements and mach- 
inery 311.6 per cent and live stock 65 
per cent. 


Furs and Game | 

The total value of the furs and 
pelts taken in Canada during the sea- 
son of 1921-22 was $16,458,621. Al- 
berta furs for this season were valu- 
ed at $1,356,338. In order of value | 
muskrat came first, followed by} 
beaver, mink, marten and fox. The 
average price paid for pelts of bea- 
ver was $18.38, muskrat $1.35, otter 
$27.26, white fox 39.70, silver for 
$147.36. 

Sugar Beets 

Samples of sugar beets grown at | 
Raymond this season were tested in 
the Idaho Falls plant of the Utah- 
Idaho Amalgamated Sugar Com- 
pany. Beets grown by Hyrum Kim- 
ball averaged 20.6 sugar, and T. J. 
O'Brien’s sample showed 19.5 sugar 
content. Raymond hopes to again 
secure a beet sugar industry. 


Investigate Rural Credit 

Dr. H. M. Tory of Alberta Univer- 
sity has been commissioned by the 
Dominion Government to continue 
further investigations of the quest- 
ion of rural credits. In 1914 D, Tory 
meade a report on the rural credit 
systems in countries overseas. The 
present inquiry will be into rural 
credits in Canada and the United 
States. 


Seed Grain Debts 
Something over $2,000,000 is owed 
to the Alberta Government for ad- 
vances of seed grain up to and in- 
cluding 1921. Discussing this matter 
at Medicine Hat recently the Minis- 


ter of Agriculture expressed the 
opinion that a good proportion of 
these seed grain debts would be col- 
lected this season. The crops of 1923 
are making a much more optimistic 
feeling throughout the farming dis- 
tricts of Alberta. The government has 
decided that in the collection of these 
debts no real hardship will be creat- 
ed. A reasonably generous policy is 
to be followed, by which the govern- 
ment will exercise its rights of 
seizure, where necessary, but will 
yield its priority rights to taxes, so 
that the debtors may first pay their 
land rates and keep title. In all cases, 
too, where crops are seized under 
this collection process, it is the in- 
tention of the government to divide 
the proceeds with other creditors, a 
good deal of money being due the 
banks. 


Stock from E. P. Ranch 

At the auction sale of live stock at 
the Calgary Fall Show, the yearling 
Shorthorn bull “Princton Crusader,” 
bred on the Prince of Wales’ Ranch, 
brought the highest price, $285. 
Shuttleworth Bros. of Beddington, 
purchased the animal. 


Altaswede Clover Seed 
It is estimated that some 3,000 
pounds of Altaswede clover seed will 
be threshed in Alberta this year. 


To Aid Insulin Research 
The Carnegie Foundation has con- 
tributed $10,000 to Alberta Univer- 
sity for the purpose of continuing 
Dr. Collip’s investigations in the 
development of insulin. 


Exhibit for Chicago 

Alberta will be well represented at 
the International Stock and Grain 
Show at Chicago. A splendid live 
stock exhibit has been sent forward. 
The Provincial Government and the 
University have got together a fine 
exhibit of grains and grasses, There 
will also be 125 entries by individual 
farmers. Alberta is rapidly stepping 
into the front ranks for the product- 
ion of registered seed grains, and 
these exhibits are being made for the 
purpose of finding a market in the 
United States for Alberta seed. 


Care of Railway Crossings 

The Board of Railway Commis- 
sioners’ booklet draws attention to 
the necessity of motorists using 
more caution when approaching level 
railway crossings, Too many acci- 
dents, due to carelessness, are hap- 
pening.

HENRY FORD BUYS THE WAY- 
SIDE INN 


Henry Ford’s purchase of a two 
hundred year old tavern has done 
more for him in the eyes of a cer- 
tain class of Americans than has his 
production of cheap motor cars. He 
is now the owner of the Wayside Inn, 
a famous literary shrine, and it is 
his intention to retain it as a public 
museum. The Wayside Inn was made 
famous by Longfellow’s “Tales of a 
Wayside Inn,” which was first pub- 
lished in 1863 after the inn had been 
in exictence for nearly a couple of 
centuries, Thereafter it was frequent- 
ly visited by literary people who half- 
expected that in this venerable pot- 
house they might catch some of the 
inspiration that Longfellow found 
there. Its extreme age, as age is re- 
ckoned in the United States, was an- 
other attraction. The fact that Gener- 
al Lafayette had once put up there 
lent it additional interest and nearly 
everybody interested in the treasures 
of the past who visited Poston visit- 
ed also the adjoining town of Sud- 
bury and its celebrated landmark, the 
Wayside Inn. 

A Distinguished Group 

The story of how the first series of 
the “Tales” came to be written was 
told by Ole Bull, the violinist, to Aug- 
ust Reymert, a New York attorney, 
and is given on his authority in the 
New York Times: 

“Ole Bull,” said Mr. Reymert, 
“was a frequent visitor at the home

came an intimate friend of mine. He 
told me that either in November or 
December he and other friends had 
been traveling in the stage coach and 
stopped at the Wayside Inn in Sud- 
bury to seek shelter from a snow 
storm. The storm raged for two days, 
making further progress impossible. 
There the little party,Ole Bull a- 
mong them, sought the comfort of the 
blazing hearth. The group included a 
theologian, a Spanish Jew, a Sicilian, 
a young musician (Ole Bull) and a 
young American poet — Longfellow. 
All of them were men of travel, cul- 
ture and experience. They spent the 
time in chatting, seeking the comfort 
of the tap-room and recounting their 
adventures. Between times Ole Bull 
played on his Antonius Stradivarius, 
later sold in London for a fabulous 
price. Longfellow has left us these 
lines of that time: 


Before the blazing fire of wood, 
Erect the rapt musician stood, 
And ever and anon he bent 
His head upon his instrument 
And seemed to listen, till he caught 
Confessions of its secret thought 
The joy, the triumph, the lament, 
The exaltation and the pain. 
Then by the magic of his art 
He soothed the throbbings 
heart A 
And lulled it into peace again. 


The First House 

Sudbury was one of the first towns 
settled by the Puritans. Some of them 
came from Suffolk and named their 
little hamlet after the older Sudbury 
in honor of which our own Northern 
city is named, John Howe, first of the 
noted bonifaces, had been a glover in 
England, but finding no great demand 
for gloves among his friends, he con- 
cluded that he would turn innkeeper, 
and so he built an inn near by in 
Marlborough, In those days and es- 
pecially among the Puritans, the 
office of innkeeper was an honored, 
almost distinguished one. The colon- 
ists made every effort to keep men of 
ill character out of the business and 
in many places a candidate for the 
office had to be recommended by the 
selectmen and the grand jurors. John 
Howe was trusted by the Indians 
who were his neighbors, sometimes 
too near for complete comfort, and it 
is recorded that they used to bring 
him their disputes for settlement. 
One such argument concerned a mel- 
on that grew in the soil owned by one 
Indian but appeared as fruit on the 
soil of another. Howe took a knife 
and cut the melon in half. 

The Good Old Days 

It was his grandson David who 
opened the inn in Sudbury that was 
later celebrated by Longfellow. The 

was 


of its 


Howe, who enlarged it, and it was in 
his propietorship that the inn became 
celebrated as the best of its kind in 
New England. The price of a mug of 
the best “Indian flip” was fifteen 
cents, and supper or breakfast could 
be bought for the same sum. A good 
dinner was five cents more. Those 
were days of good cheer and the old 
oaken boards before what was once 


the bar show plainly traces of the 


feet of the good fellows of a century 
and a half ago who gathered at 
Howe’s to drink their ale or wine, 
and toast their sweethearts, as was 
then their custom. 


A Valuable Property 

As the inn was added to, it ac- 
quired a dance hall which became the 
social centre of the countryside on 
special occasions. There was a state 
chamber which was once occupied by 
Lafayette and others of hardly less 
note. Overhead were the quarters for 
the slaves. The place remained in the 
hands of the Howe family for several 
generations and a Howe was land- 
lord when Longfellow wrote. But be- 
fore his death he recorded sadly that 
it had a new owner. The present land- 
lady is Mrs. Edward E, Lemon whose 
husband acquired the property in 
1860. It is no longer a sort of Dutch 


Farm or Halfway House, The historic | 


relics and antiques which landlord 
after landlord acquired and which he 
relinquished with the good-will are 
said to be worth $200,000, so we may 
imagine that it was no small sum Mr. 
Ford had to pay to save this New 
England shrine. That the man who 
said “history is bunk” should care for 
ashrine at all is worth more than 
passing note.

interests. This statement, needless to 
say, cast a slur upon the integrity and 
loyalty of Albertans which aroused no 
small resentment and probability cast 
quite a number of votes against pro- 
hibition.
